30 The Commnist Party holds no National Congress as suche AS a substitute, 
the Syrian and Lebanese Commmist Parties hold periodic meetings of Party 
leaders which are not held at a specific tine, and which are attended by 
representatives of all the District and Local Comiittees. Plans for 
these neotings are supervised by the Central. Committee and directed by 
Khalid Baghdash. 

4. Gorftacte between the various branches of the Party aro made through the 
(section) Secretaries. ‘Instructions to the Local Comulttces are delivered 
by the Political Bureang at present, Fulad Qazan is responsible for their 
distribution. The Secretaries read these instructions at section neetings 
and pass then on to Party mecbers for necessary action, 
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The Commmist Party in Beirut, during its formative stage, was based 
on the individual Quarter cells (khaliyyah), cach one composed of 
Live to nine pergonse Later on the Quarter calls became known as 
the professions (or trades) cells. In 1939 the Party changed its 
system, It created the sections (firgeh), each of which was 


_ eomposed of five cells, and thus becams know as professions or 


trades sectionse In 192, the professions or trades section was 
replaced by the Quarter section, which included all commmists who . 
sived within a Quarter, regardless of profession. This change 


resulted from the Party's desire to increase its metbership and 

to organize its activities openly, - Comment. The Party 25X1X6 
later revoked this policy of amalpamation es ished a number 

of unions! sections. 25X1X6 


The Lébanese Commmist Party has not given mech attention to the 
question of arming its menbers, because the diversity of nationalities 
and sects living in lebanon who are all subject to intensive foreten 
diplomatic and financial pressure make the Commnist Party of Lebanon - 
more effective as an instrument for furnishing the USSR with an expanding 
intelligence hetwork than as an instrument for revolubionary violence, 


source claims. To orient the people tomard commnist political beliefs 


is considered more essential than violent armed action. 
Individual Coummists already possess arms, and they could be organized 


and trained to benefit the Party to a small extent, particularly in 
staging or exploiting local. demonstrations. states that the 25X1X6
